Missing were representatives-of 
the timber industry, the mining In- 
dustry and oil and gas industry, 
wfiich'^Tclhiyof'players'in‘pasrdc~ 
bates about eastern Idaho wilderness. 

But with little timber in eastern 
• Idaho roadless arcasr few minerals ’ 
and a depressed oil and gas industry. ' 
the issue is not us pressing to the 
commodity groups ns mining reform, 
energy Jaxes and wildi^ass else- 
where. 

Their .absence left the podium to 
molorcyclisls and sndwmobilers, cn- 
vironmenialisis. outfitters, ranchers 
-.and county commissioners. . 

Environmenutiisis united behind a 


new' statewide wilderness proposal 
calling for preserving 6.5 million 
acres, developing sustainable 
economies in mral communities and 
protecting forest ecosystems. Most 
motorcyclists, ranchers hnd commis- 
sioners expressed a preference for no 
more wilderness in the Mule.

Whdi bqih of these Twin Fulls women described were 
ncar-dcuth experiences, events shared by people of all 
cultures and ages throughout the world, according -to 
Eli.subefh Kublcr-Ross. noted reseurChcr on death and 
dying ond author of “To Live Until We Say Goodbye.’'- 
(Prcniice-Holl, 1978). 

KubIcr-Ross has collected more than 20.000 stories 
like Fenton’s and Lubkeman/ s,- and she has concluded 
that riear-dcuth experiencc.s transform people forever. 

"If you huVe seen the ligiti. yuur vuliies-chongc,*' 
Kubicr-Ross told the Orange County Register recently. 

■ “It’s n quantum -leap for most people. Genuine 
spirituality. That's the mo.sl common Ucnominaior." 

And it's what lies Fenton and Lubkeman to each other 
and to the thousands of others who have had ncar-dcalh 
experiences. 

Fentop, who is 711~hui looks and'sounds a decade 
younger, suffers from a.sthma and emphysema. Her bright 
light came to her in iier hospital bed four years ago, . 

"I had pneumonia and there was a period of 24 hours 
when my doctors said 1 was either going to make it or be 
gone," Fenton recalled. “That night, in the middle of the 
night, it was as if I wore- looking through a window. It 
was velvety, solid black., and on the upper right edge 
there was u small while light about the size ofa pinhead, 

"The light was advancing toward me and it became 
larger an,d larger and larger. It was just about ready to - 
bounce off my forehead — actually, I thought it was 
going to come straighr through me — when it started to 
diminish, go buck. 

"1 wanted to go. 1 was very tired. Just breathing was an 
cfTort.” 

But she didn't go, and she knows why. 

“1 was conscious aller it happened. 1 did open my, 
eyes." Fenton says. "1 do know positively that I had a 
sense that 1 couldn't make the jump. I couldn't get out of 
my body. 1 had no conirol,over the year or the day or the 
hour I would leave. That wasn't my job."
